Decent Housing, At Public 


Expense If Needed, Urged 
At Family Life Convention 


Birth Control, Temptations For Youth 
Scored In Resolutions; Bishop Details 
Future Program For Better Family Life 


Chicago, March 17.—(NC)—A demand for “decent 
housing” even if it means “expenditures from the public 
treasury” was contained in one of the resolutions adopted at 
the final session of the 15th annual convention of the Na- 
tional Catholic Conference on Family Life here last week. 


On the same day Bishop 


Peter W. Bartholome, Coad- 


jutor of St. Cloud and Episcopal 
Chairman of the Family Life Bu- 
reau, which sponsored the conven- 
tion, issued a public statement de- 
claring that the sessions have set 
the pattern for a new program 
of action “to be carried out in 
every corner of the country.” 


Declaring that the housing 
shortage is one of the economic 
evils “which place unreasonable 
hardships on families,” the reso- 
lution stated: “We advocate a 
home-building program, in which 
private capital and Government 
will cooperate to provide suffi- 
cient decent homes for our people. 
Much of what has been done is 
praiseworthy, but we are convinced 
that, without going into economic 
experiments which are at variance 
with our traditions, Government 
can assist private individuals and 
provide millions of needed homes. 
For that sector of our population 
which in present economic condi- 
tions cannot procure for itself de- 
cent housing, we advocate reason- 
able expenditures from the public 
treasury.” 


Other resolution deplored the 
spread of birth control, insisted on 
a family wage, and suggested 
remedies for youth’s problems. 

On birth control the resolutions 
declared: “Where there is ng self- 
discipline, there can be no Chris- 
tian morality. The moral law is 
objective. It cannot be twisted to 
meet man’s whims and desires. 
Man must conform in his conduct 
to the objective moral law. No 
difficulties in which people find 
themselves can justify doing what 
is evil. The answer to such condi- 
tions is a right reconstruction of 
human society, in which the family 
will be assisted in every proper 
ae in its God-given functions.”

Struggle Between 
U.S. And Russia 
Called ‘Spiritual’ 


Geo. E. Sokolsky Tells 
Fort Wayne Audience 
Of ‘Battle For Life’ 


Fort Wayne—The great struggle 
between the United States and 
Russia, thrown into the spotlight 
by the ange of the British Em- 
pire, basically is not a political or 
economic conflict, but a spiritual 
one. 

That was the theme of the 
fourth Catholic Evidence Series 
lecture given Sunday night in Cen- 
tral Catholic High School auditor- 
ium by George E. Sokolsky, inter- 
nationally known author and lec- 
turer. 

Mr. Sokolsky hinged his talk, 
“The Battle for Life,” upon the 
opposed concepts of man held by 
the Communists and by this Na- 
tion. The Communists, he de- 
clared, hold man to be merely a 
biological animal, while the theory 
advocated by this Nation is that 
man from birth is endowed with 
inalienable rights, principally, 
freedom. 

The present crisis, he said, is 
the “product of a long series of 
mischievous, vicious mistakes,” 
beginning with the Teheran agree- 
ment, in which the United States 
handed over to Russian enslave- 
ment most of the peoples of the 


world. - 
‘Outrage of History’ 

He made the subtle distinction 
that Russians as Communists, do 
not co r peoples; they @&islave 
them. Life can go on under their 
system of government, he con- 
tended, but that way of life is one 
* which pe gh ual is stripped 
o rson ignity.

concessions to Russia, beginning 
with the Teheran agreement, whic 
he labebed “one of the outrages of 
history.” His list included the par-

Bishop Noll’s talk also included 
a brief history of the reasons for | 
and the situation surrounding the | 
founding of the National Organi- 
zation for Decent Literature in 
1938. Beginning with druggists 
who opposed the plan which forced 
them to distribute undesirable lit- 
erature, the movement expanded 
rapidly and now many of the pub- 
lishers themselves co-operate by 
asking approval in advance of dis- 
tribution on materials possibly un- 
desirable. 

Magazines Bad 

Nearing the conclusion of his 
paper, he said that “personally | 
believe that the most violent at- 
tack on the very foundation of the 
Christian home is that made not 
only by such books and periodicals 
as I have described but by at least 
one serial story appearing in what 
were, until recent years, regarded

as the most respectable family 
magazines.” 
Concluding, he said: “Plato 


taught that no book should be al- 
lowed to circulate until it had the 
approval of prudent men. The gov- 
ernment of ancient Greece ordered 
the works of Epicurus to be 
burned. The Athenians burned a 
book dealing with Atheism written 
by Pythagoras. 

“Today books of that character, 
and circular letters advertising the 
same, are carried through the 
mails with the assistance of a sub- 
sidy from our Government. 

“In his ‘Intellectual America,’ 
Oscar Cargill writes: ‘Our young- 
sters were carelessly eager to ac- 
cept temptation as a way of en- 
riching life,’ and the liberal H. L. 
Mencken admits that the average 
American today has been ‘soaked 
in the Freudian sewage for many 
years,’ and adds, in an article writ- 
ten for Esquire in 1940: “The male 
infantry of today, debauched by 
Progressive Education and the sex 
hygiene quackery, are said to be 
adept at the art of love before they 
are more than half house-broken.’”

Envoys From Countries Behind 
lron Curtain Attend Services 
Honoring Pope In Nation’s Capital 


Washington, March 17.—(NC)—His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII does not rely on “material weapons,” but “fortified 
with divine guarantee” and “strengthened by his faith in 
God,” -he “breathes a serene confidence in an air of moral 
grandeur before the peril which now hangs over all from the 
shadow of Soviet Russia and her communist satellites,” the 


Rev. Dr. John Tracy Ellis, of the? 


Catholic University of America, 
declared during a Solemn Mass 
commemoration the eighth anniver- 
sary of the Holy Father’s corona- 
tion. 

The Mass was offered in the Na- 
tional Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception here by Msgr. Joseph 
M. McShea, secretary of the Apos- 
tolic Delegation. -His Excellency 
Archbishop Amleto Giovanni Ci- 
cognani, Apostolic Delegate to the 
United Sates, presided. Among 
the large diplomatic representation 
present at the Mass were envoys 
from several countries within the 
Soviet orbit of influence: Yugo- 
slavia, Finland, Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary. 

Two members of the Hierarchy, 
Bishops John M. McNamara and 
Lawrence J. Shehan, both Auxi- 
liaries of Baltimore and of Wash- 
ington, members of Congress, a 
number of Monsignori, and a large 
group of priests, Religious and lay 
people were in attendance. 

The gathering of diplomats in- 
cluded the Ambassadors from Italy, 
El Salvador, Colombia, Czechoslo- 
vakia, China, Haiti; the Ministers 
from Spain, Uruguay, France, 
Lithuania, Latvia, Treland, Finland, 
Hungary, Syria, Austria; repre- 
sentatives from England, Yugosla- 
via, Venezuela, Switzerland, Nor- 
way, Belgium, Turkey, Iran, Aus- 
tria, Bolivia, Portugal, New Zea- 
land and Jan Ciechanowski, the 
former Ambassador from Poland. 
Members of Congress present in- 
cluded Senators Dennis Chavez of 
New Mexico and James E. Murray 
of Montana. 

In his sermon Father Ellis point- 
ed to the Pope as the man who, 
“more than any other ruler, knows 
the true nature and deep wicked- 
ness of the Red fascism that has 
come to replace the brown and 
black terror which Europe knew 
when the Pope was a young man.” 
He added: “He saw its stark bar- 
barism before his eyes in Munich 
nearly 80 years ago. His unrivalled 
sources of information from his 57 
Nuncios and , and the 
nearly 2,500 Bishops in every cor- 
ner of the earth bring daily to his 
desk authentic data upon which 
the Vicar of Christ can shape and 
form exact judgments on the true 
character of the communist men-

“Conscious as he is of the peril 
which daily mounts before Europe 
and the world; anxious as he feels 
for his children in every nation 
where the breath of Marxist poi- 
son has found lodgment, this an- 
xiety of Pius XII is not a craven 
fear for the ultimate fortune of the 
Church; it is a fear born of love 
for misguided and bewildered hu- 
mankind.”

Falling Birthrate, Increase In 
Divorce Tell Of Moral Decay Left 


In Austria 
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[This is the second article 


Vienna, March 17.—Official sta- 
tistical résearch in Austria has re- 
vealed to an alarming degree the 
state of moral destruction left be- 
hind after the war; the decrease in 
birthrate, the great number of di- 
vorce cases, and the efforts made 
to alter the laws, which up to now 
protected the life of unborn chil- 
dren, give an idea of the dangers 
to which family life, and with it 
the very foundations of the com- 
munity are exposed. 

This year’s Pastoral Letters of 
the Archbishops and Bishops of 
Austria take a serious view of 
these distressing symptoms. Car- 


dinal Innitzer, Archbishop of 
Vienna, writes in his Pastoral 
Letter: 


“The moral plight of our nation 
is terrifying. Often there is no 
regard and respect to be found for 
human life itself. Must the mis- 
fortune, which has during so many 
years brought infinite’ suffering 
to entire nations as well on the 
battlefields as in the concentration | 
camps and prisons behind the 
lines, be_ indefinitely prolonged? 
Not to be separated from he life 
of human beings are the divine in- 
a of matrimony and fam- 
ily. 

“Often nowadays marriage is no 
longer the union of man and wo- 
man as meant by the Creator. It 
has been abased, desecrated and 

‘ abused of. Within the family chil- 
dren should again come to be re- 
garded as it’s most valued posses- 
sion, and parents should try to ful- 
fil their duty towards the children 
in the manner established by God.” 


The official reports add corro- 
boration to the Bishops’ words of 
warning: though actually two 
years after the end of hostilities 
there are still hundreds of thou- 
sands of men, and among them nu- 
merous fathers of families, de- 
tained in captivity in Yugoslavia 
and in Siberia, this fact alone is 
not sufficient to explain the ser- 
ious retrogression in ‘the birth- 
rate. 


Even during the war, between 
1940 and 1944, the annual figure of 
births varied from 146,000 in 1940 
to 116,000 in 1942, showing 127,- 
000 in 1944; however in 1945 only 
81,860 living children born of. Aus- 
trian parents were registered. The 
cause for this extraordinary retro- 
gression (more than 33% from one 
year’s end to another) is to a cer- 
tain de to be found in the 
wretched social conditions of a 
population threatened by hunger 
and poverty, often without ade- 
quate shelter, banished from their 
own destroyed homes, to live un- 
naturally crowded together with 

- strangers. 

Another factor to be considered, 
is the cessation. of the indirect 
means used by the nazis to en- 

: courage an increase in birthrate: 
loans to young couples about to be 
married, reduction of taxes, pre- 
miums granted for every child, es- 
pecially supplementary food allow- 

ances. 

But undeniably, and according 
to the testimony of experienced 
practitioners, we are faced with 
an avoidance of procreation, a 
shunning of the responsibilities of 
parenthood, which is not only 
caused by the dire social condi- 
tions but by a perverted view of 
life, called forth by the sencoing? 
in favor of unfettered sexual li 
erty, as spread by nazi propagan- 
da. How radically family life has 
been shaken by all these causes ap- 
pears also in the number of di- 
vorce cases in Austria, surpassing 
all previously attained figures. It 
is relevant that 52% of these were 
childless marriages.

Third telenider 
To Become Priest 
Completes Studies 


Bultimore, March 17 — The 
third Icelander to enter the priest- 
hood in more than four centuries, 
Hakon Loftston, now completing 
his studies at St. Mary’s Seminary 
here, will leave Easter Sunday for 
his native Reykjavik, where he will 
be ordained in Reykjavik Cathedral 
by Bishop Johannes Gunnarsson, 
Vicar. Apostolic of Iceland. Mr, 
Laftsson will be the first priest to 
be ordained in Iceland since the 
so called Reformation. 


The ordination will be of par- 
ticular interest to American Cath- 
olics whose kin served in Iceland 
during the war. Servicemen found 
few missionaries serving a Catholic 
population of approximately 500 
among a total population of 1|80,- 
000. 


Converted by Irish monks, the 
Icelanders were devout Catholics 
until the conquest of the island by 
Denmark in 1544 when the Church 
was outlawed. There were two 
Dioceses then, Skalholt and Holar, 
and the Bishop of Skalholt was 
summoned to Denmark, but died 
en route. 

Bishop John Aroson of Holar 
was beheaded in 1550 for his 
fight against foreign interference 
with his country and his Faith. 
He was the last Icelandic bishop 
until Bishop Gunnarsson was con- 
secrated in St. Patrick’s Church, 
Washington, D. C., in 1943. 

Mr. Loftsson, whose ordination 
is scheduled for May 24, is a con- 
vert to the Catholic Faith. Born 
in Reykjavik, he was sent to Aber- 
deen, Scotland, when he was 15 
to study English. He made his 
home there with a Catholic family 
and, impressed by their devout- 
ness, continued his studies of Cath- 
olicism on his return to Iceland. 
He became the only Catholic stu- 
= in the University of Reykj- 
avik.

What has he done? Has he just 
sat tight? Has he let the boys 
run undisturbed? the answer is 
no. Even during the war they 
felt a heavy hand against them 
in the top seat. The fact is that 
the communists have not expand- 
ed their jurisdictional hold since 
Murray came to power. Mike 
Quill, Harry Bridges and others 
of the “leftist” brethren who tried 
to branch out into other fields 
have been checked and reined in, 
one way or another, by a quiet 
but firm hand. At the same time 
the communists lost some ground 
in many internationals and count- 
less locals. 


The Textile Workers were swept 
clean of the Reds. The Utility 
Workers were rid of communists 
in high places. The Newspaper 
Guild had a truly democratic purge 
of its national officers. The Fur- 
niture Workers have been merged 
with a middle of the road union. 
The Rubber Workers have dis- 
posed of virtually their entire Red 
roblem. The situation in the’ 

acking House Workers has im- 
proved. Even in the United Elec- 
trical Workers there has been a 
solidifying of the communist op- 
position. 

The above is not a complete 
list. It is typical of something 
that has been a steady progress. 
It ante-dated the recent develop- 
ment of a new surging, open of- 
fensive that preceded the CIO 
convention of last fall and has 
gained added momentum since. 


The CIO convention and its aft- 
ermath are important. Two very 
important things happened there. 
A change was made in the rules 
and regulations governing state 
and city Industrial Union Coun- 
cils; and a resolution was drawn 
up and passed. 

A word of explanation is neces- 
sary concerning the Industrial 


portance of the change - involving 
them may be understood. These 
state and city central bodies are 
merely clearing housez. They per- 
mit the various CIO unions in a 
locality to meet regularly and con- 
sider common problems. The 
Councils have little power. How- 
ever, the communists put them to 
good use. Their voiing and rep- 
resentation rules were such that 
“paper” unions could club togeth- 
er to gain control. In many cities 
and states these Councils became

A list of organizations which 
could be supported and voted 
moneys has been published by 
John Brophy, who 1s in charge of 
all matters pertaining to the Coun- 
cils. In some ways this is not a 
bright idea because all worthy or- 


‘ganizations could not possibly be 


listed and some good ones are 
omitted along with the bad. But 
the idea was to exclude the bad, 
and that is done. The omissions 
of worthy charities can be cor- 
rected. 


_ Mind, all this does not affect 
internationals or locals; it merely 
affects the councils, or clearing 
houses. But it is terrific morale 
builder for the anti-communists 
and it removes from the commu- 
nists a ey oe that they valued 
iu and had used to good ef- 
ect. 


More about the resolution men- 
tioned above: During the conven- 
tion, a committee of six, consisting 
of equal numbers of right and left- 
wingers was instructed to draft a 
resolution condemning communism. 
Finally, after terrific squabbling, a 
resolution “condemning and resent- 
ing communist interference” and 
not mentioning any other systems 
or organizations was voted out of 
committee and passed by the con- 
vention unanimously. 


At first it appeared that the 
resolution was a weak compromise, 
but it has proved no such thing. 
It spurred the house cleaning of 
the central bodies, and it is per- 
meating the locals and interna- 
tionals. Its effect is still being 
felt and will continue. Murray 
himself is not letting up on the 
pressure. Harry Brndges has been 
removed as director from over half 
of the West Coast. Various other 
individuals of “leftist” leaning 
have been curtailed in their ac- 
tivities. The Southern ClO-drive 
remains clear of the Reds in spite 
of the screaming by Red-controlled 
internationals which must con- 
tribute to it. 


Growth Of The 
‘Grass-Roots’ Revolt 


A ferment within the commu- 
nist-dominated United Electrical 
Workers has been quickened. The 
enormous (18,000) Westinghouse 
local in Pittsburgh rejected a com- 
munist-favored slate of officers and 
installed professed anti-commu- 
nists. The large Dayton, Ohio, 
local followed suit. And in New 
York, New England, and else- 
where, UE locals have thrown off 
the Red yoke.

Incidentally, Steel Labor, the 
publication of that Union, which 
goes to a million American homes, 
has been blasting the Comrades 
unmercifully. 


Lewis Merrill, in the most sur- 
prising move of all, had his union, 
the United Office and Professional 
Workers of America, pass a resolu- 
tion even stronger than the offi- 
cial CIO version. He rsonall 
withdrew from the staff of bot 
the Thomas Jefferson Labor School 
and The New Masses, both commu- 
nist outfits. 


As leaders of communist-domi- 
nated unions have complained and 
whined to Murray, he has given 
them no comfort, private or public. 


But to all this you may reply: 
Is it necessary to proceed in this 
relatively roundabout way? Could 
not Murray blast away at the 
Reds, expel their unions and raid 
them? The answer is ‘no—no, for 
several reasons. 


There is no reason for believing 
that the direct assault would be 
any more effective than the present 
method. In the United Auto 
Workers, CIO, we have an example 
of the direct attack. It has not 
met with much success. Slam- 
bang battles have resulted which 
hurt the union in many ways. 


For another thing, the direct 
assault method of attacking the 
communists would certainly result 
in splitting the ClO. Some unions 
would drop out, or be forced out. 
In others, the USW for instance, 
the communists through certain 
entrenched positions which they 
hold by rank-and-file vote could 
wreak havoc. The communists 
have enough of the rank-and-file 
bamboozled to cause serious dis- 
ruptions in many unions which 
they do not actually control. 


The CIO is, not firmly enough 
established to withstand a bitter 
civil war such as would certainly 
eventuate if a direct assault were 
made to clean out the commun- 
ists. Even if John L. Lewis’ Dis- 
trict 50 and the entire AFL were 
not standing by to pick up strag- 
glers and perhaps start wholesale 
raiding, it would be risky busi- 
ness to plunge the organization 
into an internal pitched battle.

Hitler’s side. That means that 
99.9% of the Catholic clergy were 
against him. 

But it must be borne in mind 
that all Germany had been stirred 
up by propaganda to believe that 
it was either a case of saving the 
Fatherland with Hitler or of be- 
ing gobbled up by Russia.

Lent Is Like A Snow -Covered 


Upgrade But It Looks Good To God

jT was a cold day, but sunny and clear. Dry snow dust raced across the heavy, white 
_ rust which had lain for nearly a week beside the road. te 


its gnow, hard-packed, perfect for sledding. 
- A trainload of kids had already discovered that, and were streaking down the hill 


on everything from three-foot, runner-equipped planks to sleek, 


super-flyers. And by the side

guide rope. You could hear her

“You shouldn’t ‘complain about 
the hill, Terry. When you go up 
you. keep looking at the top, and 
you see the sky. And God’s up 
there.” 


That, gang, is a masterpiece of 
Lenten philosophy. You see, Lent 
is like the snow-covered up-grade, 
tough going. But it has its good 
points too, plenty of them, and one 
of the best is that it looks toward 

You have always known 
that, of course. Still, it might not 
do any harm to search around a 
bit for the reasons. 


Lent looks toward God, first of 
all, because Adam sinned. It’s too 
bad that for several thousand 
years mankind has had to blame 
him for a lot of its troubles, but 
there’s no denying that he was the 
culprit. He disobeyed God in an 
effort to become like Him, and be- 
cause he was the human father of 
all mankind we all sinned in him. 
God punished Him and us by 
making man less like God and 
leaving him just what he is, plain, 
unvarnished man. 

But God promised to make up 
for our offenses,-and in this prom- 
ise we find the second reason why 
Lent looks toward Him. That 
promise gave us Jesus Christ, Who 
was (and in heaven still is) God. 
It was Christ’s mission to make it 
possible for us to get to heaven, 
by suffering and dying for us, and 
by showing us how to live so that 
we fulfill the requirements for 
entry. 


; 


Maybe you didn’t know it, but 
the only thing that gets you into 
heayen when you die is the picture 
on your passport. That picture is 
of your soul. Think of St. Peter 
placing it on a two-way microscope 
and checking it carefully against 
another, which he has always 
ready. The process takes but a 


minute. Afterwards he says either | 
“Come in” or “Take the elevator | 


to the right, marked DOWN.” 


\ 

Why? Because the picture of 
your soul either matches that of 
Christ (for the other picture is 
His) or it does not. If it does, 
you’re in. Naturally it won’t match 

rfectly, but it is your job, and 
mine, to make it match as closely 
as possible. Christ Himself show- 
ed us how; He left us the rules. 
It’s up to us to follow them. — 


During Lent we try especially 
hard to do so. We look at the life 
of Christ (He is God, remember 
that), study His virtues, imitate 
His prayers, and listen to His ad- 
vice, all with the hope of shaping 
ourselves—somewhat as an artist 
shapes his clay, with slaps, pinch- 
es, and pressure—into His like- 
ness. So you see, Lent looks to 
God in order that we might learn 
from Him. 


But it turns its million-eyed 
gaze on Him for another reason 
also. Lent is a time for prayer, 
and especially for. petition. We 
pray individually, and we pray to- 
gether in the official prayers of 
the Church. And if we cast down 
our eyes in sorrow, or in order to 
receive on our heads the dust of 
humbling, cleansing penance, we 
can never keep them there. Al- 
ways they fly upwards again in 
searching supplication. 


God hears our prayers, but first 
He speaks to us. Finger through 
the Gospels during Lent and 
glance at what He has to say: “I 
Was hungry, and you did not give 
me to eat; | was thirsty and you 
gave me no drink; I was a stranger 
and you did not take me in; naked, 
and you did not clothe me; sick, 
and in prison, and you did not 
visit me.” ... or “He who is not 
with me is against me; and he who 
does not gather with me scatters.” 
Then ponder His reproaches on 
Good Friday: 


“CQ My people, what have I done 
unto thee? or in what have I 
offered thee? Answer me.... 
gave thee the water of salvation to 
drink from the rock, and thou hast 
given Me gall and vinegar to 
drink. . . . I gave thee a royal 
sceptre and thou hast given me a 
crown of thorns. . .. With great 
power I lifted thee up, and thou 
hast hung me upon the gibbet of 
the cross.” 


The Passion. Again the Church 
has brought us to this, as Lent 
turns its backward gaze on Christ, 
in solemn commemoration. The 
final days, especially, unfold the 
grand, hope-tempered tragedy. 


Christ triumphs, but the hosan- 
nas are hollow. Christ gives Him- 
self to men as their Divine Food. 
Christ suffers. Christ dies. Christ 
redeems mankind. 


Then comes the tomb. 

And now the million-eyed gaze 
is loosed again, and the Church 
explores the darkness for her God. 
She finds Him not, until, with 
loving scrutiny she looks into the 
garden, in the morning, and sees 

im there, the glorious, risen 

hrist.

Actually the idea is an old one but 


'| widespread ownership of such in- 


surance has come about only in 
recent years chiefly through group 
plans in war plants. When Miss 
Hogan took over her job six years 
ago only one patient in tén was 
covered—today only one in ten is 
not covered. 

. Looking into the subject two 
major types of plans show up— 
the non-profit group plan and the 
commercial individual plan. Pays 
to keep the eyes and ears open 
Not every- 
body can get the cheaper group 
insurance. It is available only in 
those places where a large number 
of persons work. 


Under this group plan seventy- 
five cents ‘te a dollar premium is 
collected monthly by payroll de- 
duction- and is paid to the insur- 
ance association in a lump sum. 
This saves paper work and is one 
Way group plans are kept low in 
cost. Other ways (1) group plans 
are almost always handled by non- 
profit associations, and (2) few 
people working in one place are 
going to need care each year, while 
a high percent (65% one agent 
tells me) of those buying indi- 
vidual commercia] policies know 
they are going to need treatment. 


A majority of group plans will 
pay for hospitalization even 
though. the condition of ill-health 
exists at the time the insurance 
goes into effect. Practically all 
individual policies pay nothing 
when conditions of ill health exist 
at the time the policy is written. 


Few of the group plans offer 
surgical benefits. For a _ small 
extra premium most commercial 
outfits will write a surgical clause 
on their hospitalization policies, 
but limits are usually far too low. 
One policy I looked over pays $75 
for an appendectomy, $40 for 
mastoidectomy, $10 for removal of 
finger. Most surgeons today are 
charging twice those fees. One of 
the larger non-profit associations 
is planning to add surgical benefits 
to its coverage, hut to date has not 
been able to interest enough mem- 
bers in the idea. 


Standard hospitalization bene- 
fits paid under nearly all policies 
are $6.00 per day (semi-private 
room) and a $25 to $50 allowance 
for such expenses as operating 
room, anaesthetic, X-ray, and 
one. Patients can usually 
have a private room by paying the 
ifference in cost. 

Limitations on number of days 
hospitals vary all the way from 
days to no limit. Thirty per- 
of patients remain in hos- 
pitals more than ten days, and

Youth Of Today, The 
Hope Uf Tomorrow 


Bishop John King Mansa Tells Bellaire, 
Uhio, Students Every Boy And Girl Should 
seek To Advance In Catholic Education

i ry HE youth of today is the hope of tomorrow, and in thefh 
lies the future of our diocese,” was the theme of a 
recent interview with our Most Rev. Bishop John King 


Mussio. 


It was my first attempt to intervigw. I was in the pres- 
ence of the highest spiritual authority in the diocese. I re- 


called several things that gave me 


‘courage: the fact’ that a Mary- 


knoll priest calling on his Excel- 
lency thought he was talking to 
one of the eurates until he noticed 
the episcopal ring, so simple and 
unassuming is the manner of our 
Bishop, consecrated when only 
eleven years ordained; his attend- 
ance at our basketball and foot- 
ball games; and his gracing our 
holiday dances with his presence. 
To what extent his friendliness 
and interest encompassed me is 
evidenced by the fact that I could 
not believe at the conclusion of the 
visit that I had spent one of the 
most interesting, if not one of the 
— inspirational hours of my 
e. 


The Bishop stressed the neces- 
sity of educating youth, morally, 
physically, and mentally. “In the 
education of minds ‘there must be 
all the advantages of modern 
methods, up-to-date buildings and 
equipment wherever possible.” 


As an added inspiration to our 


Catholic youth, this diocese is dedi- 


cated to The Immaculate Heart of 
Mary. The spiritual training is by 
far the most important, and in 
this, the cooperation of the par- 
ents, and the influence of the home 
play a vital part. To further this 
aim, the Bishop has shown an ac- 
tive interest in the social affairs of 
our youth, for he wants them to 
meet each other at Catholic dances 
and other forms of entertainment. 


“Boys and girls are not as the 
angels with minds and no bodies; 
therefore, the physical develop- 
ment is also important. Sports, 
physical education, and manual 
training must take their place in 
a well-rounded education.” 


I was encouraged to speak of 
my plans for the future. Mention 
of Notre Dame brought out stages 
in the Bishop’s education. He at- 
tended Xavier High and Xavier 
University in Cincinnati until he 
obtained his A.B, In 1925, he re- 
ceived his M.A, from Notre Dame. 
“The University of Notre Dame is 
a fine example of a thorough edu- 
cation, combined with religious 
training and with some emphasis 
on physical development and 
sports,” he told me. Then he re- 
turned to teach English at Xavier 
University for five years. In these 
years he attended the Conserva- 
tory of Music in Cincinnati. This 
made me happy that I had per- 
severed in my musical career. The

“Our people realize that in order 
to obtain modern schools and the 
best teaching methods for our 
children they must sacrifice. When 
our present schools were. built in 
the past, our people were not as 
well off as they are today.” 

The Bishop sounded a note of 
encouragement to our young men 
and women in the diocese to ad- 
vance further in their education 
by attending college if possible.

IN THE past two months I suppose I have received at least 150 letters 
from readers of this department concerning Notre Dame football. 
Many of them were occasioned by the break in relations with Army, 
others by the ‘printed statements that the Big Nine, or Western Con- 
ference, was eezing Notre e out,” and others from people who 
were avowedly anti-Notre Dame. A number of the letters contained 
elippings from papers all over the country, but particularly in the far 
west, in which char were hurled at Notre Dame and in several of 

hich the address by Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, C.S.C., president of 

otre Dame, in which he defended football as it is played and con- 
ducted at Notre Dame, was flayed. 


Answer To Critics ... 


_I believe the climax of all of the bitterly anti-Notre Dame 
articles came from one or two far western papers when it was 
announced recently that Notre Dame and the University of 
Washington had signed agreements for home-and-home games 
to be played in 1948 and 1949, the first in the Notre Dame 
stadium and the second in Seattle. A letter which best sum- 
marizes all the questions that have been asked of me in the past 
eight or 10 weeks came in the other day from a priest in the 
northwestern section of the country. He is what might be termed 
a “friendly critic” of Notre Dame, or, at least, he asks questions 
which have been asked by others not so friendly. [| am going 
to answer him to the best of my ability, from my knowledge of the 
football picture at Notre Dame which I have been observing since 


First of all, let’s keep one or two fundamentals in mind. Notre 
Dame, as you know, is the largest Catholic boarding school for young 
men in the world, and long before it ever had a footba!! team it was 
attracting Catholic students from all over this and other countries. 
For instance, when Notre Dame played its first game of intercollegiate 
football in 1887, no less than 37 states were included in its student 
body. Keep that- in mind for what is to follow later. The point, 
however, is that Notre Dame attracted students from all over the 
eountry before it had ever heard of the game of football. 


“Practice Game’... 


Well, Notre Dame first attracted more than passing interest 
in the football world when it defeated Michigan in 1909 and 
claimed the western championship. The following year, 1910, a 
tow-headed freshman named Knute Rockne came down to South 
Bend from Chicago to enroll in the freshman class. Eight years 
later he was appointed head coach, but when he was captain in his 
senior year of 1913 Notre Dame first stepped into the national 
picture in a big way by soundly trouncing Army, 35-13, in what 
Army had intended as a “practice” game. Army brought the 
Hoosier boys back next year to gain revenge, and did, but the 
east was enjoying the games and they were continued. As a 
Notre Dame fan, I give the Army credit for making Notre Dame 
nationally known in football, and for continuing the series as long 
as it did even though it could win only infrequently. 


Anyhow, shortly after World War I, Rockne’s flaming personality 
and his colorful teams broke more and more before the sport public’s 
€onsciousness, reaching their climax when Rockne turned out his 

tacular Four Horsemen team of 1924, which won the national 

ampionship and the Rose Bowl title as well. Notre Dame was now 
the most talked about team in the college football world, and Rockne 
the best known, -most able and best liked coach—except by a few 
@oaches who couldn’t beat him. . 


Soon after 1924, Rockne repeated again, winning -the national 
erage aR with unbeaten eleyens in 1929 and 1930 and making 
otre Dame by far the best known team in the country. Then, in 
the spring of 1981, Rockne fell to his: death in an airplane accident 
and the “Rockne era,” if you will, came to an end. As a matter of 
fact, Notre Dame football has not known an unbeaten-untied season 
since Rockne’s death, but Rockne had built up such a tremendous fol- 
lowing for the team and school that that following’s numbers have 
even increased by leaps and bounds since then, until now Notre Dame 
has millions of admirers scattered all over the country. But most of 
you know all that. I just put it in here to remind you.

When Notre 
Dame passes out an athletic scholarship to a student it means that 
the university agrees to give that boy board, room and tuition which 
costs the university around $1,200 a year. Remember, Notre Dame is 
a private school and receives no tax money or public funds of any 
kind forits support.

worrisome problems of our day—* 
alcoholism. The idea was first 
suggested by the needs of Catho- 
lies who drifted into Alcoholics 
Anonymous for relief. One of the 
basic principles of A.A. is its in- 
sistence on the alcoholic’s inabil- 
ity to help himself. The alcoholic 
must realize that only a power 
outside himself can pull him out 
of his rut. If the alcoholic has not 
humility enough to see that, A.A. 
gives him up for a bad job. 


It happened, then, that many a 
Catholic member of A.A. was in 
.eed of religious struction. 
That’s where the Sons of Matt 
Talbot came in: it was organized 
t» meet that need. Approved by

Dr. O’Brien continues, in part: 

“No less than 95,242 teachers de- 
vote their full time to the educa- 
tion of youth in such institutions, 
thus saving the taxpayers in the 
single item of teachers’ salaries 
not less than $285,726,000 a year. 
Through the erection, maintenance 
and operation of the Catholic 
school system, public school admin- 
istrators generously acknowledge 
an annual saving of more than 
$400,000,000 a year for taxpayers. 


_ “In all the hue and cry follow- 
ing the Supreme Court decision, 
no mention was made of this 
significant and tremendous fact. 
If non-Catholics really understood

crease of delinquency and crime 
among, American youth has been 
the subject of much discussion, 
The war has been blamed for the 
lowered standards of morality 
among young people, for the in- 
crease of drunkenness, sexual sins, 
and perversities, theft, robbery, 
and even murder. Undoubtedly, 
the demoralization that always re- 
sults from war may be attributed 
to a large extent to the absence 
of parental influence in the home, 
with both father and mother work- 
ing in war industries; to luxurious 
living as a result of high wages;

Immediately following the first} ga, 
earthquake Pope Pius made 150,000) R@ 


yen availabe for assistance of the 
suferers. Bishop Paul Y. Taguchi 
of Osaka distributed this money to 
public officials personally, or 
through personal agents to speed 


the work. The pubile officials, in 
turn, gave assurance that the dis- 
tribution of the Holy Father’s gifts 
would receive their personal atten- 
tion. 


Bishop Taguchi has reported 
that the earthquake of November 
24 was “the most severe ever re- 
corded in Japan,” and that the 
towns of Jingu, Nankai, Kusumoto, 
Susaki, Nakamura and Kochi “have 
suffered total or partial ruin” from 
the shocks and the tidal waves that 
followed. He reports that slight 
damage was done to a chapel in 
Wakayama, where the church had 


been destroyed in the war, and| 


that the losses in Kishiwada and 
Sakai were relatively small.

Pope's Efforts 
To Help Jews 
Told At Trial 
Dr. foseph Tiso Says He 


Always Complied With 
Wishes Of The Pontiff 


By Jan Mauthner 


Bratislava, March 17—His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII on at least 
three separate occasions. inter- 
vened directly with Dr. Joseph 
Tiso, head of the war-time govern- 
ment of Slovakia, to help the Jews 
in that country, it has just been 
brought out in evidence introduced 
at the trial here of Dr. Tiso. 


The Pope’s intervention was 
made through the Apostolic Nun- 
ciature at Bratislava, and speci- 
fically through Monsignor Giuseppe 
Burzio, its Charge d’Affaires. It 
was shown that Monsignor Burzio 
went directly and persnally to Dr. 
Tiso with the Holy Father’s re- 
presentations. 


Another impressive. late develop- 
ment in Dr. Tiso’s trial was the 
reading in court of the entire text 
of the Papal Encyclical with which 
Pope Pius XI, with greatest frank- 
ness and clarity, condemned na- 
tional socialism. The courtroom 
was. wrapped in silence during this 
reading. All listened most intent- 
ly to the words of the late Pontiff. 
Dr. Tiso had no comment to make. 


As a result of the Holy Father's 
repeated interventions, the evidence 
showed, Dr. Tiso assured Monsig- 
nor Burzio on several occasions 
that nothing would happen to the 
Jews in Slovakia, if he could help 
it, Furthermore, he assured the 
Charge d’Affaires of the Papal 
Nunciature, if things got too far 
beyond his control, the Jews would 
be given an opportunity to escape 
the country. 

Dr. Tiso said that on every oc- 
casion he had complied with the 
wishes of the Holy Father for the 
protection of the Jews, and that 
he had issued appropriate orders to 
Dr. Tuka, his Premier, in each in- 
stance... Unfortunately, judging 
from the evidence brought out 
here, Dr. Tuka did not permit Dr. 
Tiso, the President, to have full 
say in these matters. The defense 
counsel has brought out that Dr. 
Tuka acted arbitrarily in some 
matters, including these, and that 
Dr. Tiso’s instructions issued in re- 
sponse to Pope Pius XII’s pleas, 
largely went unheeded by the Pre- 
mier.

The resolutions also declared 
that the “family in our society 
needs the cooperation of the 
school” and emphasized that “the 
pattern of the philosophy of the 
school must harmonize with the 
pattern of the Christian family.” 


In his public statement Bishop 
Bartholome asserted that the fu- 
ture Catholic program of action 
for better family life “shall sup- 
port legislative and social move- 
ments of the community and State 
which foster programs for family 
living wages, better housing, for 
better health and social welfare 
and general improvement in the 
material conditions of family life.” 
The Family Life Bureau will assist 
Bishops and priests in planning 
and developing the —, the 
Bishop said, adding that it will be 
directed to the “family, pasto 
teachers, organization leaders an 
young people through the medium 
of the pulpit and rostrum, the 
school, social agencies, conferences, 
discussion clubs, pre-marital edu- 
cation, the press and radio.” 


Bishop Bartholome noted that 
“the Church in her long experi- 
ence with human nature knows that 
mere economic and social remedies 
are not most basic to the welfare 
of the human family.” He added: 
“Our middle and upper class homes 
in America have lost their integ- 
rity in spite of good economic 
conditions and educational facili- 
ties. The spiritual conception of 
the dignity of fatherhood and mo- 
therhood and the sacredness of the 
child must be restored in the 
minds of the American people in 
order to save the family.
